‘Wel 
have, through a continuation ef almost mar- 
vellous good luck, been inereasing in wealth 
aud prosperity,. and, like self-loving human 
nature generally, we have put our sdccess 
down to our owa intelligence and the infal- 
libility of our institutions. The present year 
has, however, rudely, shattered the dream. 
We porceive that the laws of political econ. 

omy are just as active in Vancouver Island 
as they are elsewhere, and that we cannot, 
any. more than other countries, infringe them 
with impunity. When we say we are not dis- 
appointed at our present stagnation, it is sim: 
ply because we felt convinced in the early 
part of ‘tie summer, and said as much, thal the 
undue speculation in Cariboo was bound to 
bring about a reaction. We have indeed not 
only been trading om an uncertain basia in 
the neighboring calony but.we have ‘been 
raising everything to s fictitious. condition in 
our own. While, however, we have been 
over-estimating the value of real estate and 
the thousand-and-one copper and gold 
schemes, we have been undérrating the very 
source of wealth which above all others would 
add to the stability of the colony and coun- 
teract the injurious fluctuations of mining 
speculation. We have persistently ignored 
our agricultural resources, and while sending 


large sums out of the couutry to provide for 


our own and British Columbia's consump~ 


tion, we have been depending for our returns 


on a desperate lottery. All this is wrong in 
principle and ruinous in practice. 


Mach, however, as this exclusive depend-; 


ence en the gold fields is bad in the abstract, 
the mania for speculation which it creates is, 
in its evil results, beyond all calculation: A 
mining excitement takes place, and a tempo- 
rary demand is created for house accommo- 
dation ; immediately there is a wholesale ins» 


vestment in buildings, and the town increases 


im proportions so rapidly that property- 
holders begin to see a Melbourne ors San 
Francisco close at hand: This unhealthy, 
hopeful feeling in ita tarn induces all manners 
of extravagance, and so.we have.in s.few 
short months, most of the ready money of 
the eesmmunity locked up io things, if at all 
productive, at least only so for a limited. pe« 
riod. The miners leave for British Colum- 
bia, and tenantless houses meet thé eye on 
every street. When the stream returas, if it 
be fortunate the speculstor may get back an 
interest on his outlay, bet if net he has 
only to see his money tied up and repine at 
his misfortune. New all this we maintain,is 
not the fgult of the country, but the short- 
sightedness of a portion of the population. 
The same depressitig resalts- which we seo’ 
now, we can see in any country whiere the 
inhabitants have been trusting too much to 8 
blind fortune, and too little to their own en» 
emy and intelligence. Wegre not alone in 
the misfortunes of 1864. Our California 
neighbors with a waat of foresight almost as 
great as our own, have been giving way to 
the whirl of mining speculation, and the in- 
evitable resalt—bankruptey and roin—has 
overwhelmed thousands, In Australia we 
find another commercial crisis, in Brazil aa- 
other, and in England another. Our misfor. 
tanes—if we ean indeed call that a misforiane 
whioh teaches us us more forcibly the folly 
of our. hav been insignificant when 
relatively with those of the 
countries | ‘wo have named; but they have 
We have ample field 
for legitimate enterprise in the manifold re- 
sources of these colonies, without trusting 
everything to s commorce which is, at the 
best, unsubstantial 66 long as Vancouver Is. 
land and British Columbia continue dis- 
united, 

Taking all things into ,consideration, ‘we 
have been a favored community. Men who 
have made their fortunes by purchasing 
real estate a few year’s ago may grumble 
because the price of property has: de- 
clined since 1863, but they forget that dur 
fog the last year or two everything has 
been overdone and unduly. magnified, and 
that we must suddenly or gradually come 
back again to first principles. No person 
who understands anything about new coun- 
tries will object to this. It is wholesome. 
It is the headache after the dissipation— 
disagreeable enough, no doubt, but an excel- 
lent warning to eschew undue excitément in 
the fatare: _ When we look around us, how- 
ever, we have every reason to be thankful. 
Almost wherever we direct our eyes we find 
communities suffering much greater depres-.

Certain parties iu Babia, which is a place 
of considerable able commercial importance, with 
one of the. best’ harbors in the world, bei 
interested in American affairs, 
themselves to bring about an engagement 
Heid pe ‘Wachusétt and the Florida, 

that the resnit- of such an en- 
ale would be another Union victory as 
complete as that won last summer in the Brit- 
ish channel, On the morning of the 6th of 
October they carried.a challenge to Captain 
Morris, of the Florida. to move outside the 
limits of Brazilian jurisdiction and fight the 
Wachusett.’ ‘The “rebel commander refused 
to receive the message which the Brazilian 
citizens had prepared, on account of some 
informality’ in its address. Daring the after- 
noon of the same days Hungarian citizen 
living in,,Babia, and sympathising with our 
Government in its struggle with rebellion, 
waited upon-Captain Morris and endeavored 
to induce him to consent to an action between 
hia ship.and the Union gunboat, but without 
success. «Capt. Morris, however, stated that 
Lif he. to.fall in. with the Wachusett 
during a cruise he would willingly engage io 
a contest with her, but that on no account 
would he consent to leave a safe harbor 
fdr the express purpose of having an engage- 
meant, 

All efforts on the part of outside parties to 
bring on a naval battle in open water between 
the two vessels proving unavailing, Captain 
Collin s promptly took* into consideration the 
other means which suggested themselves for 
ridding the seas of the most dangerous en- 
emy of our commerce. In the evening of the 
same day above mentioned—Thureday, Oct. 
6th—-he called'a council of bis officers to de- 
‘bate the subject. An important element in 
the consideratian of the matter was the fact 
that’ ‘the convenient harbor of Bahia has 
three openings into the Atlantic, by any one 
of which the Florida oould make her escape

her purpose, without the possibility of a Union 
vessel preventing it. It is stated that the 
couneil of officers were also possessed of in- 
formation that’ the Florida had repeatedly 
seized and burned American ships within 3 
r miles of the Brazilian coast, in defiance of 
every law of neutrality, without the slightest 
Fobjection of any sort being raised by the 
Brazilian authorities. ‘Taking into consider- 
ation all the facts in the case the council 
advised, with but one dissenting vote among 
all the officers of the Wachusett, that the 
scheme proposed of seizing the rebel cruiser 
at anchorage should be earried out. Captain 
Collins immediately gave the orders for ac- 
eémplishing the design agreed upon, saying 
that with the very deepest regret he felt that 
the “Braxilian government in permitting pi- 
racies wishin the shadow of ite shores, had 
made the step an im ns remade necessary one. 
It maybe remarked here that it was found 
after. the seizure of the Florida that srrango- 
ments» had been made for her escape from 
the harbor.op the very next night fora new 
earecr of depredation upon our commerce. 

The preparations for the encounter were 
made with the greatest celerity and complete 
secresy, and at about 3.0’clock in the morn- 
ing. of Friday, October 7, the cables. were 
slipped, atid. the Wachusett bore down upon 
the rebel vessel. under-a fall head of steam. 
So little expectation was there of such a pro- 
deeding that one half the officers and crew of 
the Florida, 70 in number, and includio 
Capt. Morris, were carousing on shore, an 
the remainder having just returned from a 
similar absence, were in no condition to repel 
an assault. The Florida’s officer of the deck 
supposed. the collision which he saw to be 
imminent to:be merely accidental, and cried 
out, ‘ You will’ran into us if yeu don’t look 
out.” ‘Thé design of Capt, Collins was 
simply to strike the Florida amidships, with 
full steam op, crush in her sides, and at once 
send her to the bottom, beyond the possibili- 

of causing further ‘trouble to any one. 
the Wachusett, however, did not strike her 
adversary fairly, but hit her in the stern, car. 
rying aw “y the mizzéimast and main yard. 
The Florida was not seriously injured by the 
collision, but the brokeu spar fell across the 
awning over her hatchway in such a manner 
as to prevent her crew from getting on deck 
from below. The recoil which fellowed the 
shock carried the Wachusett back several 
yards, In the confusion which followed sev- 
eral pistol’ shots were fired trom both ves- 
sels, chiefly at random and without effect. 
Twoof the guns of the Wachusett were also 
discharged by accident, according to one re- 
port, and as another versien haa it, by order 
of one of the Union lieutenants. The shots 
did not strike the Florida. 


Capt. Gollins of the Wachusett immedi- 
ately thundered out a demand to the rebel 
craft, “ Surrender or I will blow you out of 
the water.” ‘The lieutenant in charge of the 
Flotida may be excused for considerable 
amazement, but still had presence of mind 
to rep Ply, “ "Under the circumstances, I sur- 
render.” Without the delay of an instant, 
pigeg of gylentt tara boarded the prize and 

ate a eo ger connecting her with their 
oer v td the “Wachusett turned her 
course outward, moving at the ag of her 
speed and towing the Florida after her. 


‘The fleet of Brazilian vessels, which near. 
ly surrounded the little space of water in 
which the. brief buttle had been fought, was 
80 situated that the two American steamers 
were obliged to paxs under the stern of one of 
a largest in order to penetrate their line.

The public knows the fact which took place 
in our port between the U. 8. steamer Wa- 
chuset and the C; 8. steamer Florida, but as 
it may be viewed incorreotly, we will, for our 
own honor, refer to it as it took place. 

The Florida came in on the Sth from Santa 
Crus de Teneriffe in order to repair her en- 
gine and take in water, etc,, for her crew, were 
not well, from eating rations of salt meat 
aod drinking salt water filtered. The U.S. 
Consul asked the President of the Province 
not to let the vessel into our port, and to im- 
pose some penalty for her not respecting Bra- 
zilian waters in burning an American vessel 
near the Island of Fernando de Noronha,— 
The President replied that he had granted 
her two days to make the repairs that her 
engine needed. There was in the port the 
U~ S. steamer Wachoset, which since the | 
coming in of the Florida, had put itself in |” 
motion in the interior. Fearing some fight, 
since a challenge had been given, the Presi- 
dent obtained From the Consul his word of 
honor that peace would be kept,-aod that no 
action would take place in the port, or within 
the line of neutrality." The Florida, for better 
security, was placed under the batteries of

Oo the Sth, the crew beingin need of some 
recreation, half of it were put on liberty and 
went on shore, coming back in the evening. 
Many of the men being drunk, and consider~ 
ing himself guaranteed in a newtral port, the 
captain of the Florida let thirty men of his 
crew and some of his officers sleep on shore 
on the nights of the 6th and 7th. At 3.10 of 
the break of day the officer of the deck, Hun- 
ter Junior, was surprised to hear the ‘cables 
loosen on board the Wachusett, aod her crew 
called to quarters, which was not very difficult 
for it todo, Nearly at the same time some 
boate filled with men, boarded the Florida 
receiving trom her a volley of muskeiry, and 
they were seconded by the Wachuset, which 
not being seen, owing to the smoke from ber 
funnels and the night being very dark, had 
left her position and run a toward the 
Florida, passing by the stern of the corvetta 
Donna Janeari, which at once ordered it to 
heave to, but the captain of the Wachuset did 
not heed the order, running rapidly upon the 
stern of the Florida, whieh lay to the north. 
Hardly had she struck the latter when sche 
fired a shot from her bow gan. At.once a 
mast of the .Florida fell over, and’she lost 
-— men, but tho-crew returned a feeble

It is asserted that there was great loss of 
life at all points in the atraggle which took 

lace with revolvers and a steel, and that 
it.did not last long, for the com Timent of the 
Florida was reduced by nearly fifty men. 
Among the dead is said te be the r of 
the deck, who reesived a ball in the breast ; 
and it “is said that an officer named Stone 
was algo killed from a shot in the mouth.— 
Another officer leaping on board the Wachu~ 
sett, struck about him and fell dead under the 
many blows dealt at him. Four sailors of 
the fifteen who into the sea escaped, 
and were picked up by the vessels lying near. 
The other eleven were shot in the water by 
the enemy. After this brief contest there 
came an interval of silence, which was broken 
by cheers from the Wachusett.
